CONTROL  OF  DOGS;   (Under  the  direct  supervision  of  Police  Chief  and  Board  of  Police  Commissioners) 

In  accordance  with  Section  22-347  of  the  General  Statutes,  the  funds  to  finance  the  expenses  for  the  control  of 
dogs  are  not  a  part  of  the  general  fund  budget,  but  are  provided  in  a  special  account  entitled,  "DOG  FUND  ACCOUNT. 

The  monies  that  go  into  the  special  DOG  FUND  ACCOUNT  are  derived  from  a  percentage  of  the  Dog  License  fees, 
reclaimed  dogs,  sale  of  dogs,  etc.,  and  expenses  such  as  Warden's  salary,  maintenance  of  pound,  equipment,  and  supplies 
are  charged  to  said  account. 

If  the  funds  in  said  special  account  are  not  sufficient  to  finance  the  necessary  expenses  for  the  control  of 
dogs,  the  Board  of  Finance  at  the  request^-of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  may  provide  funds  from  the  general 
fund  to  supplement  said  special  account. 

The  Board  of  Finance  recommends  that  the  Dog  Warden's  annual  salary  be  set  at  $4,300.00,  with  a  transportation 
allowance  of  $300.00;  and  that  the  Deputy  Warden  be  paid  at  the  hourly  rate  of  $1.75.

The  Year's  Progress 

The  serious  task  of  the  town  authorities  lies  in  finding  ways  to  keep  step  with 
the  town's  growth,  in  providing  enough  industrial  activity  to  insure  a  satisfactory  grand 
list  and  thus  a  proper  tax  rate,  at  the  same  time  that  present  and  future  residents 
have  attractive  and  protected  places  in  which  to  enjoy  living.  In  this  endeavor  the 
past  year  has  included  the  acquisition  of  desirable  land,  a  number  of  surveys  and 
studies,  passage  or  ordinances,  extension  of  services,  and  a  hard  look  at  needed 
changes  or  revamping  of  government  structures. 

The  recommendations  of  a  Town  Government  Study  Committee  were  received 
and  turned  over  to  a  Charter  Revision  Commission,  with  the  prospect  of  abandonment 
of  the  present  RTM-Selectmen  form  of  government  and  the  adoption  of  one  better 
adapted  to  the  present  size  and  magnitude  of  the  town. 

A  job  evaluation  survey  of  town  employees  and  non-professional  school  staff  was 
conducted  by  the  State  Personnel  Department,  and  its  advice  was  in  large  measure 
used  in  the  preparation  of  the  present  salary  budget.  A  revision  of  the  employees'  Pen- 
sion Plan  brought  extended  benefits;  and  in  May  a  Credit  Union  was  instituted  in 
the  employees'  interest. 

The  largest  bond  issue  ever  floated  by  Hamden  was  in  the  amount  of  $4,075,000. 
a  part  being  for  improvements,  but  most  of  it  for  school  costs.  School  needs  now 
require  58%  of  the  town  budget.. 

Hamden  shared  financially  in  activities  of  the  Regional  Planning  Agency  of 
South  Centra]  Connecticut.  The  town  also  contributed  $200  to  a  full-page  advertise- 
ment in  the  New  York  Times,  sponsored  by  area  towns  through  the  New  Haven  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  Industrial  Committee,  extolling  the  advantages  of  this  metropolitan 

area. 

The  firm  of  Goodkind  &  O'Dea  was  employed  to  make  a  comprehensive  plan  of 
development  of  the  town,  and  two  reports  have  already  been  made,  in  which  a  study 
of  a  proposed  industrial  area  on  Sherman  Avenue  was  outlined. 

ITie  Meadowbrook  Study  Committee  brought  in  a  detailed  report  on  a  list  of 
civic  uses  which  could  be  made  of  the  68  acres  owned  by  the  town.  Over  a  period 
of  many  months,  the  subject  of  acquiring  or  not  acquiring  32  acres  adjoining  the 
'-'"lf  course  made  continuous  news.  A  number  of  meetings  with  the  owner  and  the 
selectmen  were  held;  three  prominent  appraisers  advised  the  selectmen  on  the  value 
the  land:  the  RIM  recommended  its  purchase,  even  by  condemnation;  but  no 
mutual  agreement  could  be  reached. 
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Brooksvale  Park  came  into  prominence  with  a  gift  from  the  Grange  of  81,308; 
and  an  ordinance  which  designated  it  as  a  bird  sanctuary  and  wild  life  area.  Seventy- 
three  acres  of  adjoining  land  was  acquired,  and  application  was  made  for  a  federal 
grant  covering  20%  of  the  $36,000  purchase  price.  The  property  will  be  permanent 
'open  space'  land.  The  interested  public  was  invited  to  a  tour  of  the  land  in  Septem- 
ber. 

By  request  of  the  Junior  Hamden  Historical  Society,  the  town  leased  to  it  a  par- 
cel of  land  abutting  Brooksvale  Avenue  and  Mount  Sanford  Street,  on  which  lie  the 
remains  of  a  canal  lock,  once  a  part  of  the  old  Farmington  Canal.  The  young  people 
wish  to  restore  and  preserve  it  as  an  historical  landmark. 

A  nine-member  Soil  Conservation  Committee  was  appointed,  to  work  with  the 
Agricultural  and  Soil  Conservation  Agency  in  initiating  a  soil  conservation  and  flood 
prevention  project  for  Shepherd  Brook,  Farm  Brook,  and  the  Mill  River  watersheds. 
Town  departments  also  agreed  to  assist  if  necessary,  the  U.  S.  Army  Corps  of  Engi- 
neers in  a  flood  study  of  the  Quinnipiac  River. 

The  town  accepted  a  piece  of  land  in  Paradise  Hills  sub-division,  for  recreational 
use  and  as  a  drainage  control.  A  recreation  area  was  established  on  Sebec  Street  in 
the  Forest  Hills  section. 

Following  a  Recreation  Commission-sponsored  survey  on  the  possible  cost  and 
location  of  an  ice  skating  rink,  a  committee  was  named,  and  with  a  goal  of  $100,000 
plans  are  in  progress  to  campaign  for  a  public  subscription. 

Purchase  was  made  of  a  16-acre  property  on  Shepard  Avenue,  where  a  Public 
Works  garage  will  be  built. 

An  ordinance  was  adopted  concerning  the  towing  of  cars  in  winter  snow  plow- 
ing times;  and  another  ordinance  restricts  the  use  of  space,  heaters.  A  much  more 
controversial  ordinance,  approving  the  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply,  was 
adopted  by  the  RTM.     A  referendum  held  in  June  sustained  the  ordinance. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  U.  S.  Navy  Department,  an  engineering  firm  sur- 
veyed the  town  to  determine  the  fall-out  shelter  potential  in  existing  buildings. 

The  town  contracted  once  more  for  the  present  type  of  garbage  collection,  and 
extended  the  contract  with  the  Town  of  North  Haven  for  the  use  of  the  dump.  Mean- 
while, negotiations  continue  for  possible  inclusion  in  the  use  of  New  Haven's  inciner- 
ator plant,  due  for  completion  in  July. 

One  of  the  few  ancient  duties  of  the  selectmen,  which  has  twice  this  year  been 
performed,  is  that  of  fence-viewing,  in  which  neighbor  disputes  about  property  bor- 
ders are  settled.  The  selectmen  sincerely  hope  that  Hamden  continues  to  preserve 
what  is  proper  of  its  old  procedures,  going  forward  with  the  times  in  adoption  of 
such  changes  as  work  to  the  best  interests  of  its  citizens.

Student  Government  Day. 
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Board  of  Finance 

Eleven  regular  and  four  executive  meetings  of  the  board  were  held  during  the 
fiscal  year,  as  well  as  the  customary  three  budget  hearings  in  the  summer.  The  hear- 
ings are  not  as  well  attended  as  the  board  might  wish,  by  citizens  whose  concern  it  is 
that  needs  are  there  expressed  by  department  heads  and  officials  for  the  funds  to  run 
the  government  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  major  work  of  the  board  follows  these 
hearings,  and  a  budget  is  set,  this  time  for  $8,802,899.50  for  1962-63. 

The  firm  of  Kircaldie,  Randall  &  McNab,  certified  public  accountants,  was 
again  appointed  auditors  for  the  town  year. 

Among  the  actions  taken  in  November  was  the  allocation  of  funds  for  a  com- 
prehensive salary-and-job  evaluation  study,  which  was  made  by  the  State  Personnel 
Department  and  put  into  effect  in  the  current  budget.  Funds  were  also  allocated  for 
Phase  II  of  the  Sherman  Avenue  Industrial  Study. 

In  February  the  members  of  the  board  participated  in  a  Yale  University  Politi- 
cal Science  Research  Project  in  which  evaluation  was  made  of  the  responsibilities  and 
operation  of  boards  of  finance.  A  check  for  $100  for  this  participation  was  received, 
and  the  money  was  allocated  in  equal  shares  to  the  Hamden  Fathers'  Baseball  Asso- 
ciation, the  Brooksvale  Recreation  gift  fund,  the  Library  gift  fund  and  the  Ice  Rink 
Committee. 

In  September  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  tax  collector,  finance  accountant  and 
representatives  of  the  assessors  and  the  auditors,  to  discuss  possible  reorganization  of 
the  assessors,  tax  and  treasurer's  offices  and  of  future  mechanization.  In  this  same 
interest  a  field  trip  was  made  to  New  Haven  to  observe  data-processing  equipment,

R.T.M.  Committee  conducting  hearing. 
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Representative  Town  Meeting 

The  Representative  Town  Meeting  held  six  meetings  during  the  fiscal  year  1962. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  the  membership  voted  to  establish  the  following 
permanent  standing  committees:  Rules  and  Procedure;  Education;  Safety;  Public 
Works;  Health,  Welfare  and  Recreation;  and  Administrative  Services.  In  addition, 
special  committees  were  appointed  to  study  the  Uniform  Fiscal  Year,  the  Town  Gov- 
ernment Study  Report,  and  the  acquisition  of  additional  acreage  of  the  Meadowbrook 
property.  These  standing  and  special  committees  spent  many  hours  in  careful  deli- 
beration of  the  matters  referred  to  them. 

On  May  28,  the  membership  voted  to  adopt  an  ordinance  which  would  require 
fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply.  A  referendum  held  on  June  25  to  repeal  this 
ordinance,  failed  to  obtain  the  necessary  plurality. 

The  cooperation  of  the  majority  and  minority  leaders,  the  stewardship  and  gui- 
dance of  the  committee  chairmen  and  the  dedicated  and  unselfish  efforts  of  the  total 
membership,  combined  to  make  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  a  vital  arm  of  town 
government  during  1962.

Since  November  1961,  inspection  of  scales  and  automatic  pumps  in  over  175 
business  establishments  in  Hamden  has  been  made.  Prior  to  the  end  of  1962  this 
figure,  which  includes  rechecks  where  scales  or  pumps  were  found  to  be  in  error, 
should  approximate  200.

Hamden  Employees'  Retirement 


At  a  special  Representative  Town  Meeting  on  May  8,  1962,  a  revised  act  as  re- 
commended by  the  Retirement  Board,  was  formally  adopted.  This  new  act  gives  in- 
creased benefits  to  employees  of  the  town,  and  also  to  any  dependent  widow  and 
minor  children. 

The  Retirement  Board  worked  diligently  in  the  past  year  and  a  half,  with  Grant 
Nickerson  of  the  law  firm  of  Wiggin  and  Dana,  and  with  Mr.  Buck,  the  actuary,  in 
the  creation  of  the  new  act,  with  the  purpose  of  providing  greater  benefits  to  em- 
ployees, while  at  the  same  time  guarding  against  becoming  a  financial  burden  to  .the 
town's  appropriation  to  the  fund. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  327  active  and  41  retired  members  in 
the  retirement  fund.

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Recreation  Commission 

In  the  course  of  the  fiscal  year  1961-62,  increase  in  program,  development  and 
personnel  was  the  theme. 

Added  to  our  already  varied  program  was  a  touch  football  league  for  men  18 
years  of  age  and  older,   charm  classes  for  the  junior  high  school  girls,  indoor 
lessons  for  adults  and  children,  and  children's  ballroom  dance  lessons. 

All  of  the  lessons  that  are  offered  and  conducted  by  the  department  are  taught 
by  qualified  instructors,  and  paid  for  by  the  participar 

Our  work  with  volunteers  is  increasing  and  rewarding.  Among  the  many  groups 
that  we  work  with,  two  bear  mentioning  in  this  report.  All  baseball  leagues  are  now 
under  one  unit,  the  Hamden  Fathers'  Baseball  Association.  The  men  involved  in  this 
association  give  many  hours  of  their  time  to  coach,  transport,  raise  funds,  supply 
equipment,  and  to  improve  the  recreation  facilities  in  Hamden. 

The  other  group  that  we  are  truly  proud  to  be  associated  with,  is  the  Hamden 
Grange  #99.  The  members  have  spearheaded  the  drive  for  funds  to  develop  Brooks- 
vale  Recreation  Park,  and  have  set  an  example  for  other  groups.  The  award  of  first 
in  the  state,  one  of  the  top  ten  in  the  country,  and  finally  second  in  the  count: 
Grange  community  service  work,  was  their  achievement.  Added  to  these  awards,  the 
Grange  was  given  a  citation  by  the  National  Recreation  Association  for  their  services 
to  the  recreation  movement  of  America. 

Development  work  completed  during  this  period  included  drainage  pipe  c: 
300  feet  beinsr  laid  at  Pine  Rock  Field:  a  complete  new  sprinkler  system  and  leveling 
of  Rochf ord  Field ;  the  relocation  of  one  ball  field,  and  movement  of  fencing  at  Bassett 
Park:  continued  improvement  at  Paradise  Hills  and  Forest  Hills  recreation  areas;  and 
clearing,  ponding  work  and  drainage  correction  at  Brooksvale. 

The  addition  of  a  full  time  clerk  has  relieved  the  supervisors  from  various  cleri- 
cal functions,  making  possible  the  better  supervision  of  their  programs. 

.An  ice  rink  survey  was  initiated,  and  the  F.  J.  Williams  As-  limited  of 

New  Toronto,  Canada,  carried  out  this  project,  and  we  now  have  definite  recommen- 
dations on  site,  cost,  and  construction  problems. 

The  operation  of  the  Meadowbrook  property  as  a  golf  course  continued  to  be  a 
success.  The  operational  income  showed  $46,082.95.  and  the  expenses  totaled  $25,- 
004. .54  between  March  20  and  October  1.  1962.  New  equipment  amounting  to  $4.- 
045.81,  was  purchased  during  this  period  and  many  improvements  were  made  to  the 
course.     For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  total  course  was  fertilized  and  limed. 

The  commission  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many  citizens,  busi- 
nessmen, civic  gToups.  press,  radio,  television,  town  departments  and  commissions  for 
their  wonderful  support  and  cooperation,  without  which  the  varied  programs  and 
facilities  would  not  be  possible.

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Civil  Defense 


Late  in  the  year  Civil  Defense  activities  were  stepped  up  because  of  the  Cuban 
situation.  Inquiries  were  numerous  and  more  people  showed  a  decided  interest  in  Civil 
Defense. 

Civil  Defense  units  participated  August  26,  1962  in  a  mock  drill  in  West  Haven, 
using  radio  and  Fire  Department  equipment  to  carry  out  assignments.  The  drill  was 
a  very  successful  operation. 

Two  new  2hp  sirens  recently  installed,  are  now  in  operation,  bringing  to  ten  the 
number  in  our  Hamden  warning  system.  Additional  funds  have  been  granted  to  add 
three  more  in  the  coming  year.     All  CD  sirens  are  tested  Saturdays  at  12  noon. 

Donald  Steele,  our  chief  radio  operator  and  his  staff,  have  done  and  are  still  do- 
ing an  excellent  job  at  Area  2  headquarters,  participating  in  the  monthly  drills,  which 
originate  in  Bethany.     This  radio  group  also  takes  an  active  part  in  all  state  drills. 

The  school  evacuation  drill  held  at  the  Alice  Peck  School  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Sol  Frankel,  was  highly  successful.  A  meeting  was  held  with  Superintendent 
of  Schools  David  Wyllie  and  his  staff,  to  review  the  preparedness  program  now  in 
effect  in  our  schools. 

During  the  year  several  town  departments  were  able  to  procure  federal  surplus 
property  at  Newington,  through  Civil  Defense. 

Eight  of  the  fire  stations  in  town  are  now  recognized  as  fixed  monitoring  sta- 
tions for  radiation  for  the  state  and  the  federal  government.  Five  additional  radio- 
logical monitoring  kits  have  been  applied  for  from  the  federal  government  through 
the  state  CD  office. 

Instruction  in  medical  self-help  and  radiological  monitoring  is  being  conducted 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Fire  and  Health  Departments  and  the  Visiting  Nurse  Associa- 
tion. 

Deputy  Director  Eugene  Umbricht  and  I  have  spoken  to  many  groups  on  the 
people's  vital  need  of  shelter  protection  against  radioactive  contamination  from  fall- 
out.

/  ire  Prevention  Week  1962  —  Demonstration  on  use  of  fire  alarm  box. 
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Fire  Commission 

Three  new  firemen  were  added  to  our  roster  during  the  past  year.  They  were 
assigned  to  our  Circular  Avenue  station. 

Fourteen  new  hydrants  were  installed  throughout  the  town.  New  fire  alarm 
boxes  were  placed  at  Whitney  and  Tuttle  Avenues,  Whitney  Avenue  and  Skiff  Street, 
State  and  Foote  Streets,  the  Skiff  Street  extension  at  the  Hamden  Mart  shopping  cen- 
ter, and  on  Dixwell  Avenue  opposite  Acme  Wire  Company. 

Total  number  of  fire  calls  increased  by  140  over  last  year.  The  month  of  March 
alone  had  144  calls,  90  of  them  being  for  grass  and  brush.  Our  oxygen  calls  averaged 
close  to  14  calls  per  month,  with  the  total  number  of  calls  increasing  overall  by  32. 
Although  building  fires  saw  a  jump  of  12  over  last  year,  major  fires  decreased  in 
number. 

Fire  prevention  demonstrations  were  held  at  various  shopping  areas  during  Fire 
Prevention  Week  in  October.  A  more  extensive  demonstration  was  conducted  at  the 
Hamden  Plaza  with  actual  fires  being  started  and  extinguished  by  the  men  and  equip- 
ment.   Fire  drills  were  held  in  all  the  schools. 

The  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association  conducted  a  three-week 
survey  in  town  during  the  spring  of  the  year  to  determine  our  status  as  to  fire-fighting 
facilities,  water  supply,  fire  alarm  system,  structural  conditions  and  hazards,  fire  pre- 
vention, etc.    We  are  still  awaiting  the  results  of  this  report. 

The  fire  marshal  investigated  22  fires,  inspected  309  oil  burners  and  tanks,  made 
60  building  inspections,  and  checked  on  64  rubbish  burner  complaints.  Convalescent 
homes,  nursery  schools,  theaters,  and  many  other  types  of  inspections  were  made.  A 
total  of  $1,630.10  was  received  from  oil  burner  and  tank  permits  and  licenses. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  department's  chief  instructor,  Deputy  Daniel  Hume, 
a  constant  state  of  training  is  maintained  for  all  personnel.  Radiological  monitoring 
instruments  are  available  in  all  of  our  fire  stations  and  all  personnel  are  qualified  in 
their  use.

Police  Commission 

Promotions  and  changes  in  personnel  which  occurred  in  1962  included  the  re- 
tirement of  Captain  Thaddeus  Hasbrouck  after  32  years  of  faithful  service;  the  pro- 
motion of  Lieutenant  Henry  Ormstedt  to  captain,  and  of  Sergeant  Birze  Mikolinski 
to  lieutenant.  Patrolman  James  Kehoe  and  Detective  Donald  Hasbrouck  becam 
geants.  Officers  Vincent  Raucci  and  Edward  Vreeland  were  assigned  to  the  Detective 
Bureau.  Letters  of  commendation  were  presented  to  14  officers  and  men  by  the  com- 
missioners. 

New  to  the  force  this  year  were  Officers  Arnold  Brown.  David  Dixon.  William 
Edwards,  Edmund  Krasinski  and  Donald  Migliozzi.  Four  resignations  from  the  de- 
partment occurred. 

John  Raccio  was  appointed  to  the  commission  in  February  to  replace  Commis- 
sioner Thomas  R.  Coleman;  and  Roland  Morgan  was  re-appointed  president.

Sergeant  Daniel  Liston,  director  of  the  Youth  Bureau,  attended  a  two-week  course 
on  juvenile  delinquency  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin;  and  Captain  Ormstedt  and 
Sergeant  Hasbrouck  attended  a  three-week  course  in  the  traffic  institute  at  North- 
western University. 

New  traffic  signals  were  installed  on  Circular  and  Pearl  Avenues,  and  on  Put- 
nam Avenue  at  Newhall  Street.     Traffic  signs  were  placed  on  numerous  town  streets. 

Activities  of  the  department  included:  1,822  arrests.  3.285  investigated  com- 
plaints, 968  motor  vehicle  warnings,  160  fires  attended.  2.785  parking  taps  issued. 
92  juvenile  cases  investigated,  857  accidents  investigated,  and  371.227  miles  patrolled 
by  squad  cars  and  motorcycles.

New  Traffic  Control 
by  Police  Personnel. 
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Civil  Service  Commission 

The  commission  has  found  it  necessary  to  continue  the  schedule  of  two  meetings 
a  month.     Twenty-one  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

The  rules  were  completed  and  published  in  May.  Copies  were  furnished  to  all 
employees  in  the  classified  service,  and  to  all  others  who  might  be  interested.  Addi- 
tional copies  are  also  available  in  the  commission  office  for  those  who  may  be  inter- 
ested. 

During  the  year,  23  tests  were  conducted  for  various  position  daflKft,  and  90 
positions  were  filled. 

In  the  Police  Department  11  Grade  C  patrolmen  were  appointed;  four  Grade 
A  patrolmen  were  promoted  to  sergeant;  two  sergeants  to  lieutenant  and  one  lieu- 
tenant to  captain.  In  the  Fire  Department  three  Grade  C  firemen  were  appointed. 
One  senior  library  assistant  and  one  assistant  custodian  were  appointed  to  the  library 
staff. 

The  Assistant  Building  Inspector  was  promoted  to  Building  Inspector,  and  a 
new  Plumbing  Inspector  was  appointed. 

Through  promotional  tests  in  the  Public  Works  Department  a  foreman  was  pro- 
moted to  Superintendent  of  Parks,  and  the  position  of  foreman  was  also  filled  through 
a  promotional  test.  Fifteen  helpers  have  been  appointed  as  replacements  or  addi- 
tions to  the  department. 

In  the  Health  Department  one  dental  hygienist,  two  sanitarians  and  a  medical 
secretary  have  been  appointed. 

With  the  Board  of  Education  two  head  custodians  have  been  appointed  through 
promotional  tests;  seven  additions  or  replacements  of  assistant  custodians  have  been 
made;  one  boiler  room  fireman,  two  chef  managers  and  ten  cafeteria  assistants  have 
been  appointed. 

In  the  Recreation  Department  changes  in  personnel  have  been  mostly  of  tem- 
porary  employees;    however,  two  permanent  helpers  have  been  appointed. 

Through  open  competitive  and  promotional  tests,  16  clerical  positions  have  been 
filled.  These  include  changes  in  the  following  department  offices:  Town  Clerk. 
Treasurer,  Tax,  Public  Works,  Building,  Health,  Police  and  the  Board  of  Education. 

Current  tests  are  being  prepared  for  sanitarian,  senior  library  assistant,  cafeteria 
assistants,  patrolmen,  and  a  swimming  pool  maintenance  man. 

The  commission  has  continued  to  conduct  all  testing  through  its  own  staff,  with 
the  exception  of  the  promotional  tests  for  police  lieutenant  and  police  captain. 

Meeting  dates  for  the  commission  have  recently  been  changed  from  the  first  and 
third  Thursday,  to  the  second  and  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month.

Vision  Screening  at  VNA  Well-Child  Conference. 

In  reporting  that  Hamden's  visiting  nurses  made  15,500  visits  in  1962,  an  in- 
crease of  over  2,000  over  1961,  it  is  the  content  of  the  visits,  not  the  number,  that  is 
significant.  Many  nursing  services  available  to  local  residents  were  more  frequently 
requested  than  a  year  ago.  More  calls  were  received  for  the  association's  physical 
therapist  to  assist  in  crutch  walking,  to  learn  to  talk  after  speech  loss,  to  use  artificial 
limbs,  to  get  up  and  down  stairs  despite  partial  paralysis,  and  to  learn  to  become 
independent  rather  than  an  invalid.  In  the  area- of  such  rehabilitation,  the  staff  made 
376  visits. 

The  return  from  local  hospitals  to  our  community,  of  people  needing  surgical 
and  nursing  care,  increased  to  the  extent  of  2,180  calls.  Rapid  discharge  after  opera- 
tion presented  a  need  for  professional  service,  with  which  many  individuals  needed

assistance.  Medication  by  injection,  irrigations,  wound  care,  and  surgical  dressing? 
were  provided  to  908  individuals  and  involved  3,700  visits. 

Hamden's  population  increase  was  apparent  in  the  979  visits  made  by  the  public 
health  nurse  to  newborn  infants  and  their  families.  Parents  of  3,005  pre-school  chil- 
dren discussed  sleeping,  eating,  toileting,  and  behavior  patterns  with  the  visiting 
nurse  —  a  role  of  supportive  counsel  that  is  available  to  all  mothers.  During  such 
visits  the  nurse  is  alert  to  anxiety  and  concern  that  may  be  relieved  by  services  of 
case  work,  clinical  evaluation,  or  referral  to  special  facilities.  During  1962  the  public 
health  nurse  worked  closely  as  a  team  member  with  the  physician  and  social  worker, 
in  providing  coordinated  community  services  to  47  young  parents  whose  needs  re- 
quired outside  guidance. 

The  child  in  our  community  who  is  retarded  has  many  health,  educational  and 
social  services  available  to  him,  but  his  parents'  willingness  to  accept  his  status  and 
to  reach  out  for  help,  is  slow.  Nineteen  children  of  various  degrees  of  retardation  were 
visited  by  the  public  health  nurse  in  1962,  to  the  extent  of  96  visits.  Eleven  parents 
were  assisted  in  seeking  the  facilities  available. 

Attendance  at  the  well  child  conference,  sponsored  in  coordination  with  the 
Health  Department,  decreased.  In  addition  to  medical  and  nursing  supervision  to  chil- 
dren without  private  medical  care,  the  service  was  expanded  to  include  vision  testing, 
conducted  by  personnel  of  the  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness.  In  the 
first  four  sessions  of  such  testing,  seven  children  were  referred  to  their  physician  for 
further  follow-up  because  of  unsatisfactory  testing  results. 

The  elderly  of  Hamden  benefited  from  the  assistance  and  counsel  of  the  public 
health  nurse  in  1962.  Ninety-seven  individuals  over  65  years  of  age  were  aided  to 
the  extent  of  1,331  visits.  Bedside  care,  health  education,  accident  prevention,  and 
morale  boosts,  made  up  much  of  those  visits.  Without  them,  many  of  our  older  citi- 
zens would  be  dependent,  unhappy  individuals.

Four  local  nursery  schools  were  visited  monthly  by  the  visiting  nurse  to  aid  in  a 
health  supervision  guidance  program.  In  cooperation  with  the  New  Haven  Tuberculo- 
sis and  Health  Association,  the  nursing  agency  planned  and  coordinated  chest  X-ray 
surveys  at  local  industries.  Three  residents  required  hospitalization  during  1962  for 
tuberculosis.  In  each  home,  in  cooperation  with  the  Health  Department,  the  public 
health  nurse  assisted  with  plans  for  hospital  admission,  and  for  examination  and  medi- 
cal care  of  the  remaining  family  members. 

Working  closely  with  the  family  physician,  the  hospital,  and  the  association's 
mental  health  consultant,  the  visiting  nurse  helped  families  prepare  for  the  return  of 
a  family  member  from  Connecticut  Valley  Hospital,  and  provided  supportive  services 
to  seven  such  residents  upon  their  return. 

Many  hours  of  conference  to  plan  for  integrated  services  to  multi-problem  fami- 
lies were  planned  with  the  Department  of  Health,  the  mental  health  consultant,  school 
health  personnel,  and  community  case  work  agencies.  Eight  such  conferences  were 
held,  providing  improved  service,  economical  in  that  duplication  of  effort  was  avoided. 

Three  sessions  of  eight  weeks  each  of  clinical  experience  in  public  health  nursing 
were  planned  for  six  student  nurses  from  the  University  of  Bridgeport,  partly  sup- 
ported by  the  latter.  Visitors  from  other  public  health  nursing  agencies  spent  time 
with  the  nursing  staff  during  home  visits,  and  at  well  child  conference.  Non-nursing 
personnel  from  Connecticut  Valley  Hospital  also  visited  in  the  community  with  the 
visiting  nurse,  to  learn  of  the  services  of  the  agency. 

For  many  years  the  association  has  provided  public  health  nursing  services  to 
the  Town  of  Bethany,  under  contract.  In  1962,  North  Haven  Public  Health  Associa- 
tion, under  contract,  purchased  both  nursing  service  and  nursing  administration  from 
the  Hamden  agency. 

The  staff  participated  with  the  Health  Department  in  many  group  programs  of 
public  health  service  —  tuberculin  testing,  polio  vaccine  administration,  and  urine 
testing  during  diabetic  week. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  association  have  met  at  24  different  committee 
meetings  to  evaluate  the  nursing  program  in  relation  to  their  knowledge  of  the  com- 
munity, and  to  guide  the  director  in  long-term  planning.  Volunteer  time  at  the  variety 
of  service  programs  made  available,  amounted  to  over  1,000  hours.  Close  contact 
with  the  First  Selectman's  office  has  aided  the  association  in  planning  a  nursing  pro- 
gram consistent  with  the  aims  and  objectives  of  the  town  for  a  healthy  community. 

Requests  in  1962,  for  public  health  nursing  service  in  Hamden  have  required  a 
knowledge  of  skilled  bedside  care,  awareness  of  emotional  and  mental  health,  ability 
to  work  with  the  handicapped  and  retarded,  and  ah  alertness  to  rehabilitation  possi- 
bilities ;  all  geared  to  assisting  the  well  to  keep  well,  the  ill  to  become  well  or  comfort- 
able, and  to  help  people  to  help  themselves.  A  total  of  15,500  visits  have  demonstrated 
the  personnel's  efforts.

The  past  fiscal  year  was  a  busy  and  challenging  one  for  the  Board  of  Health  and 
the  Health  Department.  There  is  no  end  to  public  health  problems  in  a  community, 
especially  when  old  problems  seem  resolved  and  new  ones  appear  to  take  their  place. 
The  Board  of  Health  held  nine  meetings,  during  which  projects  and  subjects  such  as 
youth  fitness,  mental  hygiene  in  the  school  health  program,  social  services  in  the 
school,  rubbish  disposal,  mosquito  control,  sanitary  sewer  extension,  oral  polio  pro- 
grams, fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply,  and  food  poisoning  outbreaks  were 
evaluated  and  discussed. 

The  board  initiated  a  program  of  meeting  with  all  members  of  the  staff  and 
hearing  a  direct  report  from  a  member  of  each  division  concerning  his  duties  and 
responsibilities.  Similarly,  another  meeting  was  held  with  the  executive  director  of 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  who  reported  on  the  functions  of  her  department  and 
how  some  activities  were  carried  on  jointly  with  the  Health  Department. 

The  board  regretted  the  loss  of  Dr.  Simon  Kleiner,  who  died  July  12,  1962.  His 
unexpired  term  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  William  Richards.  In  February 
1962  Mrs.  Anna  Mulvey  joined  the  board,  replacing  Harry  Suozzo,  who  had  served 
for  three  years. 

The  Health  Department  was  plagued  with  a  series  of  resignations.  Richard  Ken- 
dra,  sanitarian,  resigned  in  December  1961  and  was  replaced  by  Arthur  Gordon: 
Richard  Quinlan,  sanitarian,  resigned  in  January  1962,  and  was  replaced  by  Vernon 
Williams;  Mrs.  Joyce  Barnes,  dental  hygienist,  resigned  in  September  1962,  and  was 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Sylvia  Winess;  Mrs.  Mary-Lou  Raccuia,  office  secretary  and  clerk 
of  the  board,  resigned  in  May  1962,  and  this  vacancy  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Barbara 
Roper.  Following' the  resignation  of  Dr.  Anthony  Piccirillo,  school  physician,  Dr. 
Joseph  Rossi,  pediatrician,  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

The  total  budget  of  the  department  was  $73,904,  which  included  a  transfer  of 
$400  and  $777  allocated  from  federal  funds.

Of  note  were  ten  cases  of  salmonellosis  as  compared  to  three  the  previous  year. 
The  salmonella  bacteria  are  responsible  for  enteritis  in  individuals  who  have  eaten 
food  that  is  contaminated  by  food  handlers,  who  are  carriers  of  salmonella  bacteria. 
The  different  types  listed  show  that  contamination  was  from  different  source-. 

There  was  a  major  outbreak  of  measles,  with  409  cases  reported,  compared  to  IS 
the  previous  year.  There  were  159  cases  of  chicken  pox.  compared  to  140  the  nre\ious 
year.  Streptococcal  infections,  including  scarlet  fever  and  streptococcal  sore  throat. 
showed  an  increase  of  258  cases,  compared  to  217  the  previous  year.  Fortunatelv 
there  was  no  increase  of  infectious  hepatitis  cases,  12  of  which  were  reported.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  again  that  not  a  single  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  reported. 
This  speaks  well  for  the  Salk  immunization  program,  which  was  effectively  carried 
out,  and  this  was  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  postponing  the  Sabin  Oral  Polio  Pro- 
gram until  the  cooler  autumn  months. 

There  were  only  three  cases  of  tuberculosis,  compared  to  seven  the  previous  year. 
Two  chest  X-ray  surveys  were  conducted  at  Childreri's  Center  and  at  an  industrial 
establishment,  with  a  total  of  625  individuals  X-rayed.  In  the  Thursday  programs  in 
the  New  Haven  City  Hall,  1,153  chest  X-rays  were  taken.  A  tuberculin  testing  pro- 
gram was  conducted  in  grade  nine  in  the  junior  high  schools,  grade  ten  in  Mount 
Sacred  Heart  Academy,  and  grade  12  in  the  senior  high  school,  with  1,041  students 
and  45  adults  participating,  six  students  showing  a  positive  test,  thus  giving  an  inci- 
dence of  %%  positive  reactors. 

Child  Hygiene:  As  in  previous  years,  child  day-care  centers  were  inspected  joint- 
ly by  the  fire  marshal,  the  building  inspector  and  the  Health  Department  personnel, 
in  order  to  maintain  and  improve  standards  in  these  institutions.  From  these  inspec- 
tions, eight  day-care  centers  were  given  approval  certificates  by  the  State  and  the 
Hamden  Health  Department. 

In  the  four  well  child  conferences  operated  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association, 
the  attending  pediatricians  were  paid  by  the  Health  Department.  During  the  summer 
months  dental  services  were  supplied  by  the  dental  hygienists  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment to  these  conferences,  in  which  28  children  were  examined  and  29  mothers  were 
interviewed.  Of  the  children  examined,  13  had  dental  defects,  one  in  a  permanent 
tooth  and  40  in  deciduous  teeth.  Thirteen  children  were  referred  to  their  dentists  for 
dental  prophylaxes. 

The  school  health  services  covering  the  areas  of  sanitation  of  the  environment, 
individual  health  services,  and  informal  health  education  by  the  Health  Department 
staff  was  carried  out  in  14  public  schools  and  two  parochial  schools.  Yearly  inspec- 
tions were  made  in  all  schools  noted  above,  and  the  findings  and  recommendations 
were  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  cases  of  the  public  schools  and  to 
the  superintendents  of  the  parochial  schools.  Periodic  inspections  were  made  of  all 
the  cafeterias  in  these  schools  and  all  were  found  in  satisfactory  condition. 
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The  health  appraisals  of  the  school  children  were  conducted  by  private  physi- 
cians and  the  school  physicians,  and  they  are  done  periodically  in  the  first,  fourth, 
seventh  and  tenth  grades,  yearly  for  the  students  in  competitive  sports  programs  and 
on  referral  by  the  nurse  or  teacher  because  of  a  special  problem.  Health  appraisals 
were  made  of  2,345  students  by  private  physicians  in  their  own  offices,  and  of  982 
students  by  the  school  physician.  In  the  competitive  sports  program,  health  appraisals 
were  made  of  255  students  by  the  school  physician.  Of  the  3,327  student  health  ap- 
praisals made  by  both  private  and  school  physicians,  exclusive  of  eye  and  ear  defects 
obtained  by  screening  tests,  52  students  had  irremedial  defects,  while  227  had  re- 
medial defects  of  which  103  were  corrected,  140  were  under  treatment,  and  48  were 
not  corrected  by  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Parent  attendance  at  the  school  health 
appraisals  in  the  schools  was  excellent,  with  99%  attendance  in  the  elementary 
schools  and  98%  in  the  junior  high  schools. 

The  vision  testing  program  was  conducted  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
in  order  to  obtain  early  corrections  if  needed.  Vision  tests  were  given  to  9,372  stu- 
dents, 2,173  of  whom  failed  the  test,  2,013  were  wearing  glasses  at  the  time  of  exami- 
nation, and  615  were  under  the  care  of  their  eye  doctor.  As  a  result  of  the  testing. 
975  were  referred  for  futher  eye  examinations;  832  of  these  saw  their  physician,  and 
glasses  were  prescribed  for  707,  while  the  remainder  of  the  143  students  who  failed, 
did  not  consult  their  doctor. 

The  hearing  test  with  a  pure-tone  audiometer  was  given  in  the  first,  fourth, 
seventh  and  tenth  grades  to  3,250  children,  with  79  failing  the  tests ;  14  of  these  were 
already  under  care,  while  65  were  referred  for  further  examinations,  and  only  one 
did  not  consult  his  physician.

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The  dental  program  was  conducted  in  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools, 
and  began  with  a  dental  screening  survey,  so  that  parents  informed  of  dental  defects 
would  be  urged  to  seek  the  services  of  their  own  dentist  if  possible.  Dental  decay  is 
the  greatest  single  defect  found  in  school  children.  The  survey  showed  that  of  the 
7,898  children  examined,  4,048  required  dental  work,  and  2,894  required  dental 
prophylaxes. 

Among  the  children  requiring  dental  work,  12,999  cavities  were  found  in  per- 
manent teeth,  and  4,726  cavities  in  baby  teeth  of  children  below  the  third  grade. 
Since  65%  of  these  cavities  might  have  been  avoided  had  our  public  water  been 
fluoridated,  the  Board  of  Health  again  endorsed  the  fluoridation  of  our  public  water 
on  March  14,  1962,  and  forwarded  this  recommendation  to  the  selectmen  in  Septem- 
ber 1962.  Only  a  small  amount  of  dental  work  is  possible  with  our  limited  dental 
staff.  The  school  dentists  were  able  to  complete  dental  work  on  306  children,  filling 
1,195  cavities,  while  the  dental  hygienists  were  able  to  do  prophylaxes  on  441,  and 
give  topical  application  of  fluorides  to  117  children  in  the  second  and  fifth  grades. 

Sanitation  of  the  Environment:  In  food  service  sanitation,  the  sanitarians  and 
the  director  of  health  were  kept  quite  busy  this  spring  when  three  major  food  poison- 
ing outbreaks  (two  in  Hamden  and  one  in  a  neighboring  town)  were  traceable  to  a 
Hamden  caterer. 

Another  food  poisoning  outbreak  was  attributable  to  a  local  restaurant,  but  the 
people  involved  reported  this  outbreak  to  the  Health  Department  too  late  for  an  actual 
health  investigation.  At  the  dinners  served  by  the  caterer,  the  food  poisoning  out- 
breaks appeared  to  be  of  the  type  caused  by  staphylococci.  Although  no  organisms 
were  recovered  by  the  laboratory,  we  know  that  the  enterotoxin  caused  by  the  staphy- 
lococci is  not  destroyed  by  heat  and  may  be  the  cause  of  such  outbreaks. 

Milk  licenses  were  issued  to  11  milk  vendors.  Restaurant  licenses  were  issued  to 
173  food-serving  establishments  and  catering  firms. 

Visits  made  by  the  sanitarian  to  food  establishments  were  not  only  for  inspec- 
tion but  included  education  and  instruction  in  modern  food  practices  for  the  food 
handlers.  There  were  342  visits  at  restaurants,  55  at  fountains  or  luncheonettes,  seven 
at  taverns,  21  at  bakeries,  21  at  caterers,  seven  at  itinerant  vendors,  99  at  markets 
and  stores,  four  at  drug  stores;  and  491  bacterial  swab  tests  were  made  from  eating 
utensils  in  restaurants. 

Other  inspections  made  by  the  sanitarians  were:  13  for  air  pollution,  four  in 
barber  shops,  two  at  dumps,  23  for  labor  camps,  eight  at  industrial  plants,  15  at  pub- 
lic lavatories,  five  for  yards,  and  457  for  complaints. 

New  developments  which  were  investigated  and  studied  required  98  site  visits. 
A  total  of  137  inspections  were  made  for  building  lots,  285  for  test  holes,  119  for 
percolation  tests,  248  preliminary  inspections  for  sewage  disposal  systems,  21  for 
swimming  pools,  18  for  wells  and  16  for  schools. 

Additional  licenses  issued  were  177  for  individual  sewage  disposal  systems,  65 
for  well  construction,  and  43  for  swimming  pools. 

The  mosquito  control  program  was  carried  on  jointly  by  the  Health  and  Public 
Works  departments,  with  Harold  Jaynes,  entomologist,  supervising  the  field  program. 
There  were  183  possible  breeding  areas  for  mosquitoes  located  in  Hamden.  Spraying 
which  started  early  in  May,  was  reduced  because  of  the  dry  summer,  but  many  of 
the  places  were  sprayed  from  nine  to  12  times.  Mosquitoes  were  identifed  at  the  Con- 
necticut Agricultural  Experiment  Station  by  Dr.  Robert  Wallis. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  various  town  departments,  the  Hamden  Public  Health  and 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  and  the  many  volunteers  who  have  cooperated  in  many 
programs  of  the  Health  Department;  for  without  their  cooperation  our  programs 
would  not  have  been  successful.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

The  school  year  1961-1962  has  proven  to  be  one  of  not  only  numerical  growth 
but  improvement  of  program  and  strengthening  of  staff. 

Age-grade  reports  to  the  State  Department  of  Education  as  of  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember, revealed  a  total  enrollment  of  8,164  pupils.  Of  these,  4,802  were  elementary 
school  students,  1,907  junior  high  school  students,  and  1,457  were  registered  at  the 
high  school,  including  two  post-graduate  students.  There  were  385  outgoing  senior- 
and  804  kindergarteners  in  the  incoming  group.  Our  increase  in  registration  o\er 
the  previous  year  was  279  pupils.     The  professional  staff  filled  412  positions. 

The  primary  objective,  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past,  was  the  improvement 
of  program.  Continual  implementation  of  the  ungraded  program  was  stimulated  by 
a  workshop  program,  and  full  implementation  is  expected  by  1965.  New  science  ap- 
proaches were  followed  in  the  fields  of  physics  and  biology,  and  a  science  reading 
program  was  offered  to  the  elementary  schools.  The  entire  mathematics  program  was 
improved  by  four  programs,  the  first  of  these  being  a  15-session  workshop  for  kinder- 
garten and  primary  grade  teachers  to  further  advance  their  methods  in  teaching 
arithmetic. 

A  second  workshop  of  eight  sessions  was  given  for  all  intermediate  grade  teachers 
in  the  newer  approaches  to  mathematics  at  this  level.  The  Hamden  staff  was  aided 
by  Sister  Zachary  and  Mrs.  Florence  Jacobsen  of  the  Albertus  Magnus  College  fac- 
ulty. The  third  step  in  improving  the  teaching  of  mathematics  was  the  participation 
of  all  secondary  school  mathematics  teachers  in  a  Mathematics  Institute  sponsored  by 
the  National  Defense  Education  Act  offered  in  Hamden  High  School  by  Albertus 
Magnus  College,  with  whom  our  system  has  enjoyed  the  finest  of  cooperation,  and  we 
anticipate  that  this  program  will  be  continued.  In  the  fourth  step,  three  of  our  princi- 
pals received  citations  for  writing  our  K-3  mathematics  curriculum. 

Educational  television  made  its  first  appearance  this  year  through  Channel  11 
out  of  New  York.  All  schools  took  advantage  of  programs  that  seemed  suitable  to  the 
grade  level.  Programs  at  this  time  have  been  limited;  however,  the  scope  of  avail- 
able programs  is  expected  to  double  in  1962-63  when  ETV  Channel  24  is  in  operation 
from  Hartford.     This  will  be  Connecticut's  first  educational  television  station. 

The  achievements  of  our  young  people  have  been  most  gratifying,  not  onlv  in 
their  admissions  to  college,  but  in  the  work  of  the  elementary,  junior  high  school  and 
senior  high  school  programs.  The  improvement  of  our  physical  fitness  program  is 
also  worthy  of  note.  The  improved  situation  in  English  has  resulted  in  the  best  liter- 
ary publication  in  recent  years,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  content  and  format. 
Staff  has  become  more  and  more  proficient  in  the  use  of  foreign  language  laboratory 
materials,  and  looks  forward  to  the  new  facilities  now  being  built  at  the  high  school. 
Junior  high  school  languages  will  be  given  three  times  weekly  in  grades  seven  and 
eight  in  1962-1963. 

In  extra-curricular  areas,  excellent  work  has  been  done  in  art  displays,  drama 
groups,  United  Nations  model  assemblies,  debating,  sports,  intra-murals.  and  honor 
seminars;  and  graduation  was  replete  with  recognitions  of  students  for  outstanding 
participation.     Our  Student  Government  Day  was  a  most  successful  activity. 

There  were  3.85  students  graduated  from  Hamden  High  School  in  the  Q 
1962.  A  follow-up  survey  showed  that  of  this  class  there  is  an  attendance  of  39.4£^r 
in  senior  colleges,  3.38%  in  junior  colleges,,  10.13%  in  teacher  colleges,  4.94%  in 
business  schools,  .26%  in  music  schools,  .52%  in  prep  schools.  2.86%  in  nursing 
schools,  3.38%  in  vocational  schools,  3.90%  are  in  the  Armed  Services,  2&23%  are 
employed,  3.12%  are  unemployed,  .78%  are  married,  and  1.30%  did  not  respond. 

No  year  such  as  1961-62  should  pass  without  extending  to  the  staff  and  student 
body  of  the  high  school  appreciation  of  their  patience,  understanding  and  coopera- 
tion during  the  first  year  of  construction  upheaval.  Their  spirit  of  cooperation  has 
been  recognized  by  contractor  and  architect  alike;  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
members  of  the  Class  of   1962  started  their  secondary   school   work   at    the  likhad 
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Whalen   Junior  High  School   while  it  was  still  under   construction,   and  ended  their 
secondary  school  work  sharing  the  senior  high  school  with  builders. 

The  re-districting  of  the  Alice  Peck  and  Dunbar  Hill  areas  into  three  districts 
was  accomplished,  and  the  new  Bear  Path  School  opened  with  336  students  in  Sep- 
tember 1962.  The  continued  surge  of  building  north  of  the  Wilbur  Cross  Parkway 
has  already  caught  up  with  such  relief  as  the  Bear  Path  School  has  offered,  making 
it  necessary  for  an  addition  to  be  planned  there,  as  well  as  a  school  site  selected,  and 
planning  immediately  initiated  for  a  school  west  of  Dunbar  Hill. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  the  following  teachers  retired  from  the  Hamden 
schools:  Ella  Pardee  of  M.  L.  Keefe  School;  Regina  Russell,  Director  of  Mathematics; 
Stanley  Leeke,  physical  education  teacher  in  the  high  school;  and  Lorna  MacEslin, 
teacher  in  mathematics  in  Michael  J.  Whalen  School.  Their  service  has  been  long  and 
dedicated,  and  appreciation  is  hereby  expressed. 

William  Schleicher  completed  his  first  year  as  assistant  superintendent,  and  his 
assignment  to  the  secondary  school  program  has  provided  a  real  assist  to  the  superin- 
tendent. 

Mrs.  Frances  Loro,  principal  of  Bear  Path  School,  left  the  principalship  of  M.  L. 
Keefe  School,  and  that  position  was  filled  by  Mrs.  Kathleen  Brown.  Robert  Avery 
completed  his  first  year  in  the  capacity  of  assistant  principal  in  the  Michael  J.  Whalen 
Junior  High  School,  and  Andrew  Pellico  experienced  his  initial  year  as  principal  of 
Putnam  Avenue  School.     Both  have  made  an  auspicious  start  in  administrative  careers. 

Donald  Clarkson,  who  was  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Russell  as  Director  of 
Mathematics,  has  been  closely  identified  with  the  work  of  the  School  Mathematics 
Study  Group  of  Yale  University,  and  he  will  provide  further  leadership  in  introducing 
modern  mathematics  programs.  A  year  of  service  in  the  senior  high  school  Guidance 
Department  has  been  completed  by  Charles  Hartley  and  Robert  Korby,  recently  ap- 
pointed counselors.  Miss  Mildred  Coulombe  has  been  appointed  as  a  reading  teacher, 
and  Miss  Lenore  Pedersen  will  fill  a  possition  in  the  Speech  and  Hearing  Education 
Department.  Two  new  positions  have  been  opened  for  1962-1963  —  an  additional 
psychological  examiner  and  a  school  social  worker. 

All  schools  haxe  experienced  the  fine  cooperation  of  all  other  town  departments, 
upon  whom  we  depend  and  to  whom  we  are  most  grateful.  Although  this  has  been 
a  successful  school  year,  we  can  look  forward  to  continued  improvement  of  the  pro- 
gram. Planning  for  such  improvement  means  careful  self -appraisal,  and  our  Project 
Program  for  1962-1963  is  geared  to  continued  evaluation  and  a  more  effective  pro- 
gram than  ever  before.

Board  of  Education 

The  board  held  a  total  of  23  regular  and  special  meetings  during  the  year.  The 
various  standing  committees  held  an  unusually  large  number  of  meetings.  The  Build- 
ing Committee  was  extremely  active  because  of  its  responsibility  for  the  new  Bear 
Path  School,  the  high  school  addition,  and  planning  of  the  Mount  Carmel  School  addi- 
tion. 

The  use  of  school  facilities  by  organizations  in  the  community  required  our  build- 
ings after  school  hours  on  practically  every  day  of  the  school  year. 

In  addition  to  the  daily  duties  performed  by  the  custodial  staff  at  all  schools,  the 
following  important  projects  were  completed  bv  the  maintenance  staff  and  contractors: 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS: 

The  vehicle  gate  in  the  fence  at  Centerville  School  was  re-located  and  the  drive- 
way black-topped. 

The  final  phase  of  our  fire  barrier  project  was  completed  at  Helen  Street.  M.  L. 
Keefe,  Newhall  Street  and  Dunbar  Hill  schools. 

The  auditorium  and  stages  at  Helen  Street.  State  Street.  Putnam  Avenue.  New- 
hall  Street,  and  Centerville  schools  were  re-painted. 

A  new  heating  system  was  installed  in  the  old  portion  of  Church  Street  School. 

New  window  sashes  (29  units'*  were  installed  at  the  Spring  Glen  School,  and  24 
units  at  Church  Street  School. 

New  flooring  was  installed  at  Putnam  Avenue.  Centerville.  Newhall  Street.  M.  L. 
Keefe,  Helen  Street  and  State  Street  schools.  (29  rooms.) 

New  motorized  valves  were  installed  at  Church  Street  School:  new  sinks  and  a 
drinking  fountain  at  M.  L.  Keefe  School:  and  new  sinks  at  Helen  Street  School. 

A  new  sidewalk  and  curbing  along  Shepard  Avenue  was  installed  at  Alice  Peck 
School. 

All  shades  were   replaced   in  Helen   Street  and   Spring   Glen  Schov^ls. 

Exterior  painting  was  completed  at  Spring  Glen  and  M.  L.  Keefe  Schools. 

Helen  Street  School  received  a  complete  interior  paint  job  bv  our  own  mainten- 
ance staff. 

Fire  detectors  were  installed  in  ten  elementary  schools. 
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WHALEN  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL: 

Additional  fill  was  brought  in  and  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  school,,  as  part  of 
the  long-range  program  to  eventually  create  a  complete  outdoor  play  area. 

MISCELLANEOUS: 

Television  antennae  and  receiving  equipment  was  installed  at  all  schools,  in  order 
to  take  advantage  of  the  educational  television  programs  now  becoming  available. 

Clyde  Campbell  was  engaged  as  a  transportation  consultant  to  make  a  complete 
study  of  school  bus  routes  and  procedures,  and  a  stream-lined  operation  was  the  direct 
result  of  this  study,  effective  September  5,  1962. 

Competitive  public  bids  were  invited  for  providing  pupil  transportation  service, 
and  the  Rose  Bus  Company  of  Wallingford  was  the  low  bidder  and  received  a  three- 
year  contract  to  render  this  service. 

A  total  of  25  new  buses,  three  station  wagons  and  the  special  school  bus  which 
is  owned  and  operated  by  the  board,  will  be  in  operation  in  1962-63. 

PERSONNEL: 

One  change  in  the  membership  of  the  board  was  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Luke  Camarota,  who  moved  to  North  Haven,  and  Henry  Wuestefeld  was  elected  to 
serve  the  remaining  portion  of  his  term. 

By  unanimous  vote  Bingham  Humphrey  was  re-elected  chairman  and  John  Chag- 
non  vice-chairman  and  secretary  of  the  board  for  two-year  terms.

Education  Week  in  Elementary  School. 
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Library  Board 

October  1,  1962  brought  to  a  close  another  successful  year  in  the  history  of  the 
library  system.  The  loyal,  conscientious  staff  maintained  the  excellent  service  of  the 
past,  in  spite  of  the  pressures  and  demands  created  by  a  rapidly  growing  community. 

Books  borrowed  for  home  use  exceeded  last  year's  total  by  29,089  volumes.  Dur- 
ing the  year  346,710  books  were  circulated  —  165,736  adult  and  180,974  juvenile, 
of  which  27,164  were  loaned  from  the  Alice  Peck  School  and  the  Dunbar  Hill  School 
stations.  Other  materials  borrowed  included:  3,706  pictures,  7,030  phonograph  re- 
cords, and  1,223  16mm  sound  films  with  a  viewing  audience  of  62,503. 

That  the  library  is  the  information  center  of  the  community  was  evidenced  by 
the  12,530  reference  questions  handled  by  the  staff  during  the  year.  No  record  was 
kept  of  the  many  easily  answered  questions  which  are  a  part  of  the  daily  routine  of  a 
busy  library.  Changing  curriculum  in  the  schools  was  reflected  in  the  variety  and 
depth  of  the  students'  reference  requirements,  many  of  which  presented  a  challenge 
to  the  imagination  and  ingenuity  of  the  librarians  working  with  limited  resources. 

Statistics  of  other  phases  of  the  library  program  more  completely  portray  the 
year's  activity.  Reserves  for  books  not  on  the  shelves  when  requested  numbered  30,- 
995.  In  an  effort  to  provide  service  beyond  the  library's  holdings,  books  were  bor- 
rowed from  other  libraries  to  fill  specific  requests.  As  a  reciprocal  service,  several 
books  were  loaned  to  neighboring  libraries  for  a  similar  purpose.  Special  programs 
for  children  included:  31  film  programs,  87  story  hours,  and  a  summer  reading  club. 

Elementary  school  teachers  borrowed  a  total  of  651  school  sets  made  up  of  8,661 
books,  3,364  p.3tures  and  96  pamphlets.  Classes  from  the  elementary  schools,  num- 
bering 536,  visited  the  libraries  for  instruction  in  the  use  of  library  tools  and  facilities. 
The  Catalogue  Department,  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  organization  and  control 
of  the  library  collection,  catalogued  and  processed  6,900  books,  maintained  eight 
catalogues,  handled  the  records  for  2,051  discards,  and  made  all  necessary  repairs  to 
worn  books. 

The  book  collection  totals  90,779  volumes  —  6,896  were  added  and  2,051  were 
discarded,  for  a  gain  of  4,845. 

Registered  borrowers  number  13,081  —  7,753  adult  and  5,328  juvenile. 

Various  community  groups  used  the  meeting  rooms  879  times  during  the  year. 

Library  services  were  publicized  through  special  displays,  book  lists,  bookmarks, 
newspaper  articles,  and  book  talks  given  by  various  members  of  the  staff  to  community 
groups.  Many  interesting  exhibits  were  loaned  by  generous  townspeople  for  display 
in  the  libraries.  Childrens'  Book  Week  and  Spring  Book  Festival  were  celebrated 
throughout  the  system  with  classes,  story  hours,  film  programs,  and  exhibits  of  new 
childrens'  books.

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Cognizant  of  the  importance  of  keeping  abreast  of  the  developments  and  Nova- 
tions in  the  profession,  every  member  of  the  professional  staff  attended  at  least  one 
meeting,  workshop  or  conference  sponsored  by  the  Connecticut  and  New  England 
Library  Associations.  Two  members  of  the  staff  were  on  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Connecticut  Library  Association,  and  one  member  of  the  staff  took  courses  in  Library 
Science  at  Southern  Connecticut  College. 

January  brought  a  change  in  the  Library  Board  when  Edward  Maloney  left  it 
and  was  replaced  by  Henry  Tierney. 

In  the  spring,  the  Hamden  Public  Library  Association    (Wednesday  Afternoon 
Thimble  Club),  an  organization  identified  with  library  service  in  the  CenterviHe  area 
since  the  turn  of  the  century,  disbanded.     This  group  was  one  of  the  three  private 
associations  operating  libraries  in  Hamden  prior  to  the  creation  in  1943  of  me 
sent  town  Library  Department. 

Although  the  members  have  had  no  responsibility  for  library  operation 
that  date,  they  have  continued  to  have  an  active  interest  in  library  affairs.  Their 
gifts  during  the  past  19  years  have  been  many  and  have  been  greatly  appreciated. 
Their  final  gift  was  the  establishment  of  a  Trust  Fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be 
paid  annually  to  the  Library  Gift  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  related  material- 
for  the  Miller  Memorial  Branch.  Recognition  should  be  given  these  devoted  citizens 
who  have  played  such  an  important  role  in  the  history  of  the  Hamden  library  system. 

Sincere  appreciation  goes  to  all  members  of  the  community  who  have  donated 
books,  magazines,  phonograph  records  and  money  to  the  library  during  the  year — the 
Golden  Age  Club,  the  several  garden  clubs  of  Hamden,  and  the  Mount  Carmel  Library 
Association,  to  name  a  few.  Special  thanks  are  extended  to  the  staff  and  the  other 
town  departments  for  cooperating  to  make  the  year  a  memorable  one.

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Building  Department 

The  volume  of  construction  work  in  the  Town  of  Hamden  as  measured  by  esti- 
mated construction  costs,  has  exceeded  last  year's  figures  by  $3,429,445.  During  the 
past  fiscal  year,  920  building  permits  were  issued,  having  an  estimated  value  of  $11,- 
221,638,  including  utility  installations.  Basic  demand  for  housing  has  not  exhibited 
any  dynamic  change  during  the  past  year.  Permits  for  215  one-family  dwellings 
having  an  estimated  value  of  $2,911,660  were  issued,  as  compared  to  216  residences  in 
1961.  One  of  the  significant  features  of  recent  housing  construction  is  the  relatively 
greater  role  of  multi-family  units.  The  stronger  phase  in  multi-family  housing  deve- 
loped during  the  general  expansion  in  housing  back  in  1959,  and  this  is  evidenced 
by  the  14  two-family  residences  permitted,  having  an  estimated  cost  of  $244,550.  This 
is  the  largest  number  of  two-family  dwellings  permitted  in  any  one  year  since  1914. 

Apartment  building  has  been  sharply  increasing  its  share  of  the  housing  market 
for  the  past  several  years,  and  will  probably  continue  to  account  for  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  market  in  1963.  Permits  were  issued  for  six  apalrtment  buildings  valued 
at  $1,922,353. 

Church  building  continued  its  fairly  steady  post-war  growth  in  1962.  The  Build- 
ing Department  issued  permits  for  four  churches  during  the  year:  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  the  Olivet  and  Central  Baptist  Churches,  and  the  Uni- 
tarian Church.    These  permits  totaled  $225,000. 

Educational  building  reflected  .the  continuous  pressure  for  additional  classroom 
space  and  other  educational  facilities.  A  permit  was  issued  for  the  Bear  Path  ele- 
mentary school  in  the  amount  of  $390,000,  and  a  $1,200,000  addition  to  the  Hamden 
High  School  was  permitted. 

The  largest  category  of  non-residential  building  is  commercial  building,  com- 
prised of  stores,  office  and  bank  buildings,  commercial  garages  and  service  stations. 
This  past  year  permits  were  issued  in  the  amount  of  $470,500  in  this  category.  Added 
to  this  total  is  $394,055  spent  for  additions  and  renovations. 

Contracts  for  industrial  buildings  in  1962  showed  a  notable  decline,  falling  50 
per  cent  under  last  year's  level. 

Other  types  of  buildings  permitted  include:  42  garages  at  $49,925;  57  permits 
to  re-side  dwellings  valued  at  $82,451;  36  permits  to  repair  buildings  estimated  at 
$37,030;  10  permits  to  move  buildings  costing  $6,150;  43  demolition  permits  at  $5,- 
075;  61  permits  of  a  miscellaneous  nature  valued  at  $74,875;  and  338  permits  for 
additions  and  alterations  to  residential  buildings  at  $356,075. 

Fees  collected  in  the  Building  Department  during  1962  total  $45,662.  These  in- 
clude 920  building  permits  at  $25,934;  872  plumbing  permits,  $4,394;  845  electrical 
permits,  $3,833;  447  heating  permits,  $3,554;  219  plumbing  licenses,  $2,190;  101 
electrical  licenses,  $1,010;  112  state  electrical  licenses,  $560;  298  builder's  licenses, 
$2,980;  54  heating  licenses,  $540;  73  sign  permits,  $197;  seven  violation  charges, 
$35;  18  swimming  pool  permits,  $152;  five  sprinkler  permits,  $78;  11  building  code 
sales,  $22;  one  refrigeration  permit,  $9^  two  revised  cost  declarations,  $210;  four  re- 
inspection  charges,  $8.  The  Building  Department  made  6,958  inspections  covering 
plumbing,  electrical,  heating  and  structural  installations. 

On  June  1,  1962,  Edward  Blake  resigned  as  Building  Inspector  after  serving  the 
town  for  13  years  in  that  capacity.  His  integrity  and  dedication  to  the  post  will  long 
be  remembered  by  the  townspeople  of  Hamden.  Clifford  Lindgren  was  named  as 
Building  Inspector  to  succeed  him.  In  1962,  Irving  Ross  began  his  duties  as  Plumbing 
and  Heating  Inspector,  filling  the  vacancy  created  by  Philip  McDonald's  retirement.

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Board  of  Zoning  Appeals 

In  the  ten  meetings  held  during  the  past  year,  action  was  taken  on  123  appeals 
and  12  applications. 

Of  the   123   appeals,   dealing  with  minor  uses  that  were  non-conforming  to  the 
zoning  regulations  of  the  town,  97  were  granted,  17  denied,  and  nine  were  withdrawn. 
The  applications  for  approval  of  licenses  to  auto  repairs,  used  and  new  car  dealers 
and  gasoline  service  stations,  were  granted.

Town  Plan  and  Zoning  Commission 

One  of  the  chief  accomplishments  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the  prepara- 
tions for  the  long-awaited  studies  leading  to  a  comprehensive  plan  of  development  for 
the  town,  and  a  general  revision  of  the  zoning  regulations  and  sub-division  regulations. 
Arrangements  were  made  with  the  firm  of  Coodkind  &  ODea  in  Hamden  to  carry 
on  the  work.  This  will  be  financed  by  the  town's  appropriation,  plus  a  contract  with 
the  federal  government  whereby  the  latter  matches  two  dollars  for  every  dollar  of  the 
funds  used  for  the  studies.  The  authorities  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  have  appi 
the  proposal  and  have  recommended  the  studies  to  the  federal  government.  The  final 
approval  of  the  latter  is  expected  momentarily,  whereupon  the  firm  will  .-tart  the 
planning  studies,  which  will  take  about  18  months  for  completion. 

The  second  phase  of  the  studies  of  the  industrial  potential  of  the  Sherman  Avenue 
area  was  completed  by  Goodkind  &  O'Dea.  The  commission  has  recommended  that 
the  proposed  development  be  initiated  and  carried  on  in  stages  as  circumstances  war- 
rant. A  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  to  proceed,  now  rests  with  the  authorities  of 
the  town. 

The  commission  has  somewhat  advanced  its  efforts  to  provide  suitable  areas  f<»r 
industrial  development  by  increasing  the  light  industry  zoning  in  the  State  Street  area. 
Some  other  areas  have  been   discussed  with  the  Industrial    Development  Committee. 

Some  minor  revisions  were  made  in  the  zoning  regulations  ami  in  the  by-laws. 
One  feature  of  the  latter  is  the  setting  up  of  an  automatic  rotation  system  so  that 
member  of  the  commission  will  serve  on  the  Planning  Section  and  the  Zonii 
in  accordance  with  a  definite  time  schedule. 

A  total  of  46  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  17  by  the  full  commission,  11 
by  the  Zoning  Section,  and  18  by  the  Planning  Section.  Additional  meetings  wjft 
held  with  town  officials  and  others. 

The  Zoning  Section  held  nine  public  hearings  and  heard  14  petition-,  of  which 
nine  were  approved  and  five  denied.  The  Planning  Section  held  18  meetings, 
sidered  14  sub-division  applications,  and  reviewed  20  site  plans.  Record  sub-division 
was  granted  for  eight  sub-divisions  which  created  51  new  lots  and  2  3  of  ■  mile  Of 
new  streets.  All  of  the  site  plans  were  approved.  The  Planning  Section  also  approved 
the  street  lines  for  five  streets,  after  public  hearings.

A  good  description  of  the  Engineering  Department's  effort  this  year  might  well 
be  "impressive".  Construction,  surveys,  design;  studies  and  reports  received  the  con- 
centrated attention  of  the  personnel  of  this  department.  A  total  of  16  contracts  were 
prepared  this  year  with  a  monetary  value  of  $348,757.18.  Included  were  24,671 
linear  feet  of  sanitary  sewers,  17,252.2  linear  feet  of  storm  drainage,  158  manholes, 
187  catch  basins  and  20,925  linear  feet  of  road  construction.  In  addition,  there  was 
supervision  of  sub-division  construction  which  included,  under  private  contracts  be- 
tween developers  and  contractors,  storm,  sanitary  sewers  and  road  construction. 

Streets  within  the  town  receiving  sanitary  sewer  construction  were:  Woodin 
Street,  Prospect  Street,  Kathrine  Drive,  Foote  Street,  Hartford  Turnpike,  Waite 
Street,  Ridge  Road,  High  Meadow  Road,  Jesswig  Drive,  Hawley  Road,  Charlson  Lane, 
Jackson  Road,  Fennbrook  Drive,  Old  Farm  Road,  Vineyard  Road,  Sidehill  Road, 
Maple'  Street,  Moulton  Street,  Gesner  Place  and  State  Street. 

Town  streets  receiving  storm  drain  construction  were:  Fans  Rock  Road,  West- 
minster Street,  Colony  Street,  Dorrance  Street,  Dixwell  Avenue,  Thompson  Street, 
Churchill  Road,  Ridge  Road,  Pine  Rock  Avenue,  Still  Hill  Road,  Arch  Street,  Hill 
Street,  Dessa  Drive,  Gillies  Road  and  Chandler  Place.  Road  surfacing  and  recon- 
struction were  done  on:  Fans  Rock  Road,  Ridge  Road,  Pine  Rock  Avenue,  Still  Hill 
Road,  Hill  Street  and  Kirk  Road. 

Studies  and  designs  were  completed  for  future  sanitary  sewer  construction  for 
the  Weybossett  Street  area  and  Pearl  Avenue  area.  Miscellaneous  studies  included: 
a  drainage  study  for  the  Dessa  Drive-Gillies  Road  area;  a  drainage  study  for  the  Fans 
Rock  Road  area;  a  study  and  preparation  of  construction  plans  and  specifications  for 
Sleeping  Giant  Junior  High  School  recreation  facilities;  design  and  layout  for  WELI 
recreation  area;  design  and  layout  for  Paradise  Hills  recreation  area;  study  and  much 
effort  for  the  Public  Works  garage  site  off  Shepard  Avenue;  studies  and  preparation 
for  .the  town  in  several  active  court  cases ;  study  for  the  town  clerk  on  the  increase 
in  town  area  and  gross  land  area. 

This  year  we  increased  our  aid  to  the  traffic  authority  in  numerous  traffic  stu- 
dies. We  assisted  them  in  preparing  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of 
islands  for  channeling  traffic  at  Dixwell  and  Old  Dixwell  Avenues,  and  at  Whitney 
and  Washington  Avenues.  A  detail  study  was  accomplished  for  a  one-way  traffic 
pattern  on  Dixwell  Avenue  from  Skiff  Street  to  Shepard  Avenue. 

Services  to  other  town  departments  have  continued,  with  special  attention  to  six 
new  50-scale  maps  for  the  assessors,  which  included  much  survey  work  on  coordinate 
traverses  and  pick-up  surveys.  Of  tremendous  assistance  this  year  has  been  a  newly 
purchased  theodolite,  a  precision  transit,  which  has  greatly  increased  the  accuracy 
of  the  traverses.  The  selectmen  were  furnished  a  report  on  the  problems  of  sidewalk 
installation  in  the  Bear  Path  School  area. 

Studies  of  street  line  establishment  were  made  for  the  Town  Plan  Commission 
on  the  following  streets:  Still  Hill  Road,  River  Road,  Laura  Road,  Paradise  Avenue, 
High  Rock  Road,  Mansur  Road,  Building  Brook  Road,  Gaylord  Mountain  Road,  West 
Todd  Street  and  Mount  Sanford  Street.  These  streets  contain  over  37,000  linear  feet 
for  legal  line  establishment. 

Daily  routine  continued,  on  service  work  for  sidewalks,  sewer  connections,  acci- 
dent reports,  street  abandonment  studies,  indexing  and  other  tasks. 

My  personal  thanks  to  my  staff  for  their  efforts  in  a  year  which  they  helped 
to  make  "impressive."

The  winter  of  1961-62  was  a  fairly  open  one,  but  pavements  were  badly  broken 
up  all  over  town.  So  that  the  repair  of  severe  winter  break-up  could  be  made,  the 
Public  Works  Department  started  sweeping  a.  huge  accumulation  of  sand  that  had 
been  used  for  ice  control  during  the  winter.  This  was  followed  by  grading  down  high 
spots  and  patching  the  low  ones  for  leveling  purposes.  Then  the  oiling  crews  applied 
RC-2  asphalt  which  was  sanded  and  brush-dragged. 

This  procedure  was  carried  on  south  of  the  Wilbur  Cross  Parkway  and  on  many 
streets  north  of  it,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  that  did  not  require  the  work,  and 
some  which  received  permanent  paving. 

A  major  road  program  was  carried  out  throughout  the  town  on  a  pay-as-you-go 
basis,  and  many  residents  have  voiced  the  opinion  that  "roads  in  Hamden  are  the 
best  ever." 

This  year  17  more  streets  received  permanent  paving,  as  did  portions  of  five 
others.  There  is  a  total  now  of  85  streets  or  portions  thereof  that  have  received  a 
pavement  which  should  last  from  six  to  ten  years,  and  this  is  economical  where  under- 
ground facilities  have  been  installed.  Mr.  DeNicola  started  this  program  in  1958, 
and  each  year  as  much  of  it  as  is  possible  without  jeopardizing  other  drainage  and 
maintenance  problems,  is  continued. 

The  following  streets  or  portions  thereof  have  been  reconstructed  during  the 
year:  Shepard  Avenue  north  of  Hillfield  Road,  Westminster  Street,  the  south  end  of 
Savoy  Street,  and  the  north  end  of  Handy  Road. 

Drainage  work  was  done  on   Brooksvale  Avenue  and  West  \^  oods  Road.

The  sewer  division  controls  and  maintains  53  miles  of  storm  drainage  line*, 
checked  and  cleaned  when  necessary;  600  deep  well  catch  basin-,  (leaned  out  wjtll 
eductor  and  crew.  Some  require  attention  several  time-  a  year;  1,900  lateral-,  .link- 
ed when  necessary,  and  1,900  catch  basin  grates  cleaned  after  each  storm. 

Approximately  80  miles  of  sanitary  sewer  lines  are  cleaned  out  l>\  sewer  - 
or  flushed  out  by  hydrant  pressure.     A  sewer  roder  is  necessary  in  order  to  rut  out 
roots   which   accumulate   in  certain   lines   during    the    year.      Seven     -anitar\    s 
pumping   stations  which   require  daily   inspection,   wet   wells   and   float-,   are   cleaned 
weekly. 

Approximately   1,500   feet  of  snow   fence  are  ereeted   in   several   locations 
town   during  the  winter  months.     We  have  better  than  200  sand   barrel-  in  stra 
locations;  checked  and  filled  whe  necessary.     Twenty-three  trash  barrel-  located  in  the 
business  sections  are  emptied  once  a  week. 
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The  Park  and  Tree  Division  has  topped  and  removed  stumps  of  140  town  trees. 
Removal  was  necessary  for  the  following  reasons:  tree  roots  raising  sidewalks,  roots 
growing  in  the  sewer  lines,  areas  where  new  sidewalks  were  ordered,  installation  of 
driveways,  and  diseased  trees.  The  tree  crew  trimmed  all  trees  in  the  central  section 
of  town,  and  elsewhere  whenever  needed.  Brush  cutting  was  done  on  rural  roads 
and  approximately  20  miles  of  brush  were  sprayed.  Thirty-two  parkways  and  Eli 
Whitney  Park  were  fertilized,  mowed  and  trimmed  throughout  the  year.  Tree  and 
root  damage  necessitated  replacing  324  blocks  of  concrete  sidewalks  and  284  feet  of 
curbing. 

As  to  snow  removal,  the  Public  Works  crews  produced  excellent  results  on  the 
200  miles  of  highway  in  town.  An  accumulation  of  36  inches  of  snow  was  recorded. 
Crews  worked  16  days  and  12  nights  plowing  snow;  and  32  days  and  14  nights  sand- 
ing and  salting  the  streets.  The  extensive  use  of  salt  helped  to  melt  ice  and  snow 
and  hastened  better  driving  conditions.  The  use  of  803  tons  set  an  all-time  high  for 
Hamden.     For  convenience  and  economy  the  salt  was  purchased  in  bulk. 

The  backbone  of  the  department  and  its  efficiency  can  be  measured  by  its  men 
and  equipment.    One  master  mechanic  and  a  mechanics  helper  are  dedicated  to  main- 
taining and  keeping  in  good  repair :

Last  year  one  new  sweeper,  a  new  8-10  cubic  yard  ten-wheel  truck  and  a  new 
4-yard  four-wheel  drive  truck  were  added  to  the  fleet.     This  new  equipment  helped 
modernize  our  fleet,  but  we  still  have  three  trucks  which  are  over  ten  years  old,  and 
others  nearing  the  'relic'  category.

Our  preventive  maintenance  program  is  our  real  equipment  saver.  These  perio- 
dic checks  are  made  to  all  of  our  equipment  whenever  possible.  Regular  greasing. 
oil  changes,  tune-ups  every  1,000  miles;  together  with  more  intensive  checks  i 
three  months  to  hoists,  plugs,  tightening  bolts,  etc.,  gives  added  life  to  the  fleet.  Tail- 
gate sand  spreaders  were  again  rebuilt  where  necessary;  parts  were  replaced,  flash- 
ers installed,  and  they  continue  to  be  used  heavily  during  winter  and  summer  in  our 
program. 

As  the  year  closes  our  snow  plow  maintenance  and  repair  program  begin-  \ 
plows  and  lifts  are  checked  and  repaired  when  necessary.  An  expert  tire  consultant 
examined  all  equipment  rubberware,  and  his  recommendations  for  replacement  and 
recapping  were  implemented  for  greater  safety  and  efficiency.  With  the  continued 
expansion  of  the  fleet,  a  stepped-up  rotation  plan  for  equipment  replacement  should 
be  implemented.     We  will  continue  to  do  our  best  to  keep  the  fleet  on  the  road.

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Mosquito  Control  Program 

There  were  183  possible  breeding  areas  of  mosquitoes  located  in  Hamden  in 
1962.  Eight  of  these  were  new  locations,  but  five  old  places  had  been  eliminated  by 
fill  or  drainage,  so  there  was  an  increase  of  only  three  locations  over  the  previous  year. 

We  were  able  to  start  spraying  early  in  May  this  year,  to  control  the  spring 
species  of  mosquito.  Due  to  the  extremely  dry  summer,  many  of  the  usual  breeding 
areas  dried  up,  reducing  considerably  the  amount  of  spraying  required  compared  to 
that  of  the  previous  two  years.  Many  places  were  visited  nine  to  12  times  during  the 
season.  The  dry  season,  as  well  as  making  possible  the  spraying  of  breeding  areas 
frequently,  kept  the  adult  mosquito  population  relatively  low  in  numbers.  New  Jersey 
Mosquito  Larvicide  was  the  spray  used,  as  it  is  not  injurious  to  fish,  water  fowl,  plants 
or  higher  animals  and  man. 

Mosquito  larvae  were  collected  at  98  different  localities,  and  were  identified  at 
the  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  by  Dr.  Robert  Wallis,  and  by  Law- 
rence Beecher  who  was  employed  by  the  town  in  the  summer.  The  cooperation  of  Dr. 
Wallis  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Fourteen  species  of  mosquitoes  were  identified  and  the  number  of  places  at 
which  they  were  collected:

Quite  often  the  larvae  collected  were  too  small  to  identify  beyond  genus.  Catch 
basins  were  sprayed  between  July  31  and  August  6.  The  species  found  there  were 
Culex  pipiens  and  Culex  restuans. 

Fogging  at  night  for  adult  mosquitoes  was  done  several  times  during  the  latter 
part  of  June  and  again  the  last  of  August  and  early  September.  The  areas  near  the 
recreation  grounds  and  schools  were  fogged  as  well  as  the  wooded  areas  surrounding 
some  of  the  brooks  and  Mill  River. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  department  heads  and  town  offi- 
cials for  their  cooperation,  and  ask  for  their  continued  support.  Also  I  wish  to  thank 
all  of  the  men  in  the  department,  the  foremen  and  the  superintendents.

We  have  completed  our  annual  examination  of  the  accounts  of 

TOWN  OF  HAMDEN 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  October  1,  1962  and  have  prepared  the  attached 
Exhibits  and  Schedules  which  reflect  the  financial  position  of  the  various 
Funds  of  the  Town  at  that  date  and  the  operating  transactions  for  the  year 
then  ended o 

Scope  of  audit:   In  the  course  of  this  examination  we  made  a  test  check 
of  the  receipts  of  the  various  Town  Departments  and  Funds  and  in  tracing  these 
receipts  to  the  records  of  the  Treasurer  we  were  able  to  readily  identify  the 
details  of  the  related  items  to  specific  deposits  in  the  depository.   We  re- 
quested confirmations  of  all  bank  balances  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  recon- 
ciled all  bank  accounts.   United  States  Government  obligations  held  in  safe- 
keeping by  depositaries  were  also  confirmed  at  the  close  of  the  year.   In  ex- 
cess of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  paid  invoices  were  inspected  by  us  to  in- 
sure that  proper  authorization  for  the  expenditure  had  been  given,  extensions 
and  amounts  were  correct  and  that  the  proper  account  had  been  charged.   The 
payment  of  one  payroll  during  the  year  was  supervised  and  we  requested  con- 
firmations in  excess  of  ten  per  cent  of  the  outstanding  property  tax  and  sewer 
assessment  accounts. 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principals  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and 
such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances, 
We  also  observed  the  requirements  as  set  forth  by  the  State  Tax  Commissioner 
and  the  Municipal  Auditing  Act,  Chapter  III  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
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Connecticut, 

Financial  reports  pertaining  to  Student  Activities  in  the  Schools  and  the 
School  Cafeteria  System  have  been  prepared  and  filed  under  separate  cover 
under  date  of  June  30,  1962  which  is  the  fiscal  year  for  these  activities. 

Condition  of  the  records  and  general  conduct  of  offices:   As  a  result  of 
our  examination  we  believe  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Town  were  con- 
ducted in  a  generally  satisfactory  manner  and  were  within  the  scope  of  the 
General  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  and  the  Special  Acts  and 
Ordinances  of  the  Town,  as  revised. 

The  Office  of  the  Treasurer  deposited  all  receipts  promptly,  reconciled 
all  bank  accounts  monthly  and  applied  trade  discounts  to  all  invoices  when 
available»   It  is  our  belief  that  there  were  no  loose  or  improper  methods  in 
use  in  the  general  accounting  practices  of  the  Town. 

Resume'  of  financial  transactions  and  general  financial  condition:   The 
General  Fund  Surplus  of  the  Town  increased  $233,305  over  that  of  the  prior 
year.   Major  increases  were  noted  in  the  cash,  uncollected  property  taxes  and 
advances  made  to  the  Board  of  Education.   There  were  reductions  in  Accounts 
Receivable  and  Accounts  Payable  as  well  as  Appropriations  continued  in  Force. 
The  elements  reflecting  this  favorable  condition  are  set  forth  in  the  fol- 
lowing schedule:

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The  collection  of  property  taxes  of  prior  years  in  an  amount  of  $212,555 
is  $45,620  in  excess  of  those  collections  of  the  prior  year.   The  collection  of 
amounts  due  from  State  of  Connecticut  represent,  for  the  most  part,  increased 
grants  for  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  amount  of  $55,200.90  classified  as 
Special  Fund  is  from  the  Capital  Projects  Fund.   In  addition  the  General  Fund 
received  other  extraordinary  amounts  from  the  Meadowbrook  Fund  and  the  Special 
Funds o   The  large  receipts  from  the  Special  Funds  were  due  in  the  main  to  a 
net  premium  earned  on  a  bond  issue  and  interest  earned  on  the  unused  bond 
funds o   These  items  are  not  budgeted  until  actually  received,, 

The  General  Fund  also  received  more  than  it  was  estimated  would  be  re- 
ceived and  the  expenditures  were  less  than  was  estimated,,   Interest  earned  on 
redemption  of  short-term  investments  in  an  amount  of  $9,318  over  the  estimate 
Circuit  Court  fees  $6,005  greater  than  expected,  Permits  in  the  Building 
Department  in  excess  of  estimates  in  an  amount  of  $12,726  and  income  greater 
than  expected  from  the  School  Cafeteria  operations  of  $14,984  were  the  major 
amounts  received,,   These  were  offset,  in  part,  by  receipts  which  were  less 
than  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  schools0 

The  expenditures,  as  reflected  on  Exhibit  I,  were  $98,593  less  than 
anticipatedo   The  Emergency  and  Contingent  account  in  an  amount  of  $12,231, 
interest  paid  on  short-term  notes  of  $9,003,  personal  services  of  $32,498, 
$6,000  for  new  traffic  lights  and  $5,301  in  sewer  services  were  the  main 
budgetary  accounts  responsible  for  the  underexpenditures.

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The  appropriations  continued,  if  not  used  in  a  two  year  period,  should  be 
returned  to  the  General  Fund  Surplus. 

Tax  Collector's  accounts:   The  property  tax  list  for  the  current  year 
1961  was  $6,404, 974,26  and  after  corrections  and  abatements  were  made  to  the 
list  in  a  net  amount  of  $5,906.84  the  Tax  Collector  then  had  $6,399,067.42  to 
collect.   The  Tax  Collector's  office  collected  $6,152,201.89  with  this  amount 
representing  96.1  per  cent  of  the  current  list.   In  addition  59.5  per  cent  was 
collected  of  the  property  tax  accounts  in  arrears. 

There  was  a  net  amount  of  $9,649.38  which  represents  the  corrections  and 
abatements  to  the  tax  lists  for  all  years.   Of  this  amount  318  accounts  in  an 
amount  of  $6,901.78  were  due  to  errors  made  by  the  Connecticut  State  Motor 
Vehicle  Department  in  assessing  personal  property.   Seventy-nine  accounts  in 
an  amount  of   $2,925,25  were  charged  against  General  Fund  Surplus  as  being 
considered  doubtful  of  collection. 

We  mailed  648  property  tax  and  165  sewer  assessment  confirmations  to 
taxpayers  whose  accounts  were  in  arrears.   Some  taxpayers  denied  liability 
and  these  letters  were  checked  and  the  Tax  Collector's  records  were  found  to 
be  correct. 

The  details  of  the  Tax  Office  operation  are  set  forth  in  Schedules  B-l, 
B-la,  and  B-lb, 

Bond  and  Note  Indebtedness:   There  were  two  new  bond  issues  voted  dun 
the  year  by  the  Representative  Town  Meeting.   An  amount  of  $3,700,000  was 
voted  for  an  addition  to  the  High  School  and  for  a  new  Elementary  School  with 
$375,000  being  used  to  purchase  a  part  of  the  former  Meadowbrook  Golf  Course. 
These  bond  issues  are  scheduled  for  payment  over  a  twenty  year  period  with  the 
final  payment  due  on  June  1,  1981, 

On  Exhibit  J,  Bond  Indebtedness,  there  is  reflected  a  bond  debt  of 
$9,445,000  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  on  Exhibit  K,  Note  Indebtedness,  there 
is  reflected  a  debt  of  $40,000  at  the  close  of  the  year.   During  the  year  the 
Town,  through  its  Budget  procedures,  reduced  its  debt  by  making  payments  in 
an  amount  of  $506,000  in  bond  principal  and  $47,900  in  notes.

There  will  be  recovered  from  the  State  of  Connecticut  an  amount  of 
$1,730,315.04  over  the  life  of  the  various  School  bond  issues  which  will  be 
used  to  reduce  the  School  bond  indebtedness. 

Recommendations :   For  the  current  year  we  recommend  that: 

1.  The  sewer  construction  costs  not  yet  assessed  in  an  amount  of 

$24,816,04  as  reflected  on  Exhibit  B  be  reviewed  by  the  proper 
authorities.   It  is  our  understanding  that  these  costs  may  never 
be  assessed  in  view  of  the  present  sewer  program  which  is  now  in 
the  planning  stages „ 

2.  The  results  of  the  use  of  Data  Processing  Equipment  introduced 

in  the  Assessor's  and  Tax  Collector's  Office  be  reviewed  and  if 
successful  the  program  be  extended  to  other  areas  of  Town  ad- 
ministration. 

3.  The  Town  personal  property  record  be  maintained  by  the  Treasurer's 

Office  on  a  current  basis  rather  than  on  an  inventory  basis  at  the 
end  of  the  Town  yearc   We  understand  that  this  method  of  account- 
ing for  Town  Property  is  being  introduced  by  the  Town  Accountant. 

4.  The  lists  of  property  tax  abatements,  corrections  to  the  tax  lists 

and  items  transferred  to  suspense  be  published  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Town.   It  should  be  noted  that  these  lists  are  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Tax  Collector  and  are  available  for 
public  inspection.
